IMany of the females have become moth- 
ers, and the most interesting featm-e yes- 
terday was to watch the various ways in 
which the maternal instinct or care was 
manifested. In a cage with the mandrills 
and huge rainbow hued baboons, whose 
variegated hues in the dazzling sunlight 
no painter can portray, are confined 
several Macaitiues.

shaver is just old enough to be interesting. 
As the cage was approached the mother, 
Avith the young one clinging to her breast, 
holding on to the hairs, jimaped from a 
horizontal bar in the middle of the cage 
to the parallel upright bars in front, and, 
sliding dowu, mother and daughter sat 
on theii- haunches peering out. 
The 
mother monkey never lets the daughter 
move but a few inches from her side, 
pulling her by the tail when she goes too 
far. 
Sometimes 
the 
other 
monkeys 
annoy the mother, but the male mandrill 
soon settles them, for he seems to have 
taken a great fancy to the little fellow, 
and has taken him tmder his especial at- 
tention, and as he is the terror of the 
monkey world, and one of the ugliest 
animals at the garden, his word is lavr, 
and the mother for the most part is un- 
molestexl. 
She sat on her haunches and 
relished the pieces of pretzels that were 
passed through to her, but the daughter 
was not old enough to take notu-ishment 
that way. 


The jaguar, v^hich has a kid about 
three months old, resents the intrusion of 
any impertinent eyes, and if the little 
feUow has crawled to the front of the 
cage, and a visitor looks too sharply. 
pulls it snappingly back wath her sharp 
left paw. 
When visitors come in num- 
bers she seizes it in her mouth and car- 
ries it to the extreme rear of the cage, 
drops it in the darkness and straw and 
quickly comes, with glaring eyes and 
cat li^e tread to the bars, showing her 
sharp teeth, with as much as to say:

11 months old—Grover Cleveland, Fran- 
cis and Faiuiy—any one of tliem big 
enough to w-hip a bull dog and able to do 
it, too, which liave to be fed in a cage by 
themselves, wliere, when their f o ^ is 
thrown in, they vault over each other's 
backs and rush to and fro as playful as 
kittens.—(Mucinnati Enquirer. 


Horne Power of a Whale.

right whale, fifty or sixty feet long, will 
travel at the rate of nine to ten knots an 
hour; but finner whales will swim at 
higher rates of speed, while the sperm 
whale will propel itself twelve knots in 
an hour.
